Both the Indians and the 
low income group feel there 
must be changes made in the 
system of caring for the needs 
of the people.

ryNCE AGAIN OTTAWA and Quebec are at logger- 
^ heads over who represents wham at yet another 
International conference to be held in Africa. 

However, this one, which is to be held in the 
Republic of The Niger, is unlike the last African con¬ 
vection of French-language nations held in Gabon— 
and w hi ch resulted in breaking off diplomatic 

relations with the farmer French colony— ina s m uc h 
as Ottawa as wed as Quebec has been invited to 
attend. 

But the problem remains basically the same: 
Who will speak for Canada and Canadians at the 
Niger get-together—Ottawa or Quebec? 

Premier Bertrand has already made it quite dear 
that he intends snathe; an official Qaebec delegation 
to the m ee ting no matter what Ottawa wants to do to 
avoid ano ther Gabon-type collision of interests and 
re^xnabihty. 

On the other hand External Affairs Minister 
Mitchell Sharp holds to the view that only one official 


deipgattrn from Canada should attend because, he 
says, it is in the interests of all Canadians, in Quebec 
and other parts of the country, that the external rela¬ 
tions of Canada should be conducted through the fed¬ 
eral government and only the federal government. 

Regardless of the outcome of this latest hassle 
between the go v ernment of Canada and the govern¬ 
ment of Quebec, disinterested onlookers in the rest of 
the com try might well feel that the time has come 
for. Ottawa to put an end to all its safaris into Africa, 
official or o th erwi s e. 

Certainly Canada has built up an unenviable 
record of boo-boos in most of its past de a l i n g s in or 
with the dark continent. Inevitably, this country’s 
incursions into African affairs have resulted in trouble 
for v mH w som e w here—even far Canadians at home 
In Canada. 

Who, for instance, can forget that it was a 
Canadian pnme minister who triggered South Africa's 
de par t u re from the Commonwealth, a move which 
heralded the end of much of the usefulness of the once 
great organization? 

Who cannot remember the embarrassing Gabon 
incident, and even more recently the fruitless but cost¬ 
ly Bafran relief expedition? 

Who has not heard of the Inflammatory statements 
uttered against Rhodesia fry former Canadian diplo¬ 
mat Arnold Smith, now secretyy-general of the Com¬ 
monwealth? 

And who has not been puzzled—if not angered— 
by the fact that mane than S 10.000.000 of the Cana¬ 
dian taxpayers’ money has been spent on creating a 
military air force for Thmanaa—a country tied closely 
to the Communist bloc? 

Surely the Ottawa hierarchy can find enough to 
do at home without attempting to lose itself in the 
jungles of Africa once again.

Housing Remedies 

npRANSPORT MINISTER Paul HeUvers raving 
1 commission an .housing has heard little, moving 
back and forth across the country, that has not been 
prrvkxsJy s ug ge ste d in other studies. One wonders, 
therefore, if it is going to be able to devise anything 
out of the onfinary to re commend as a remedy for 
Canada’s bousing problems. Perhaps there was some¬ 
thing of wistfulness in Mr. Heilyer's remarks at the 
opening of the final hearing that too many people are 
loo rigid in their views on bow to solve these prob¬ 
lems. and kts ixxfication that the commission is recep¬ 
tive to radical ideas. 

One of the minister’s own ideas, propounded long 
before he had any ministerial respo n s ib il i ty for hors¬ 
ing, is itself radical enough: entirely new cities, de¬ 
signed to a c c om m odate mflBons at persons, built on , 
law-cost land, i ncorpor a ting “all of the accumulated 
technology of the last hundred years-” The new cities 
would be constructed with rapid mas s transit as an 
essential ingredient, and with re de ve lopment buOt in 
through the issuance of tanking permits for specific 
periods of time. 

The lag qu e s t i on here is whether a government 
would be justified in gambling enormous sums of 
money on the supposition that new rifles would appeal 
to sufficient numbers of people—bteaness invasion 
and potential re si de n t s —to make them viable. 

The same question appfies, to some extent, to an¬ 
other rather radkal idea placed before the commission 
Monday, by Moshe Safde, the designer of Expo 6Ts 
Habitat. Mr. Safdfe s ugg e ste d that housing costs could 
be reduced by accek iatin g the i n d us t ria lization of con- 
straetkm. with factory-built whole rails of houang 
that eould be stacked Eke baking blocks. But he said 
there was resistance to such developments in building 
codes, company-union contracts and pubfic attitudes: 
these should be overcome. 

How does g o vern m e nt in a democratic country 
over co m e pubfic attitudes? Not in a trice, anyway. 
It seems not ar unduly pessimistic view therefore to 
suggest that Mr. Heilyer’s commission will be hard 
put to recomme nd radkal approaches to solving Can¬ 
ada's housing p roble ms in the short term. 

But it is worth noting that in the United States, 
Mg hm fc aiM with its un d oub ted power to sway the 
ptok taste is tu rnin g its eyes to bousing, though the 
race to exploit this field has not yet begun. 

Ftarbes ma g az i ne reports that while the ten lead¬ 
ing builders in the United States do only 1 per cent of 
the total hnmetadk l ng vokane, and while hanebuQd- 
tng Is "almost unbdtevabty hra f ffck i wt and o wocafl y; 
it uks virtually none of the available tods of a nt ema - 
Hcn. standardization or syst e ms analysis.” several 
major corpor a tion are taking dead aim at the in¬ 
dustry.

Garden Notes 


By H. V. CWESKVT 

I wrote a piece about a month ago 
on the three As of the be ga me r 's rode 
garden — Aubrirua, Arabs and Aijv 
mn, all at them as easy to grow as 
radishes. Today I'd like to tootle my 
horn ■ honor of another easy alptns 
plant, the Serape m vum or Houseirek. 

If anything, these are even easier to 
grow than to ubiquitous three A's, and 
there must be scarcely a rock garden 
anywhere that doesn't contaai at least 
one variety. And yet. with all their ease 
of culture, they are not always seen to 

To look their best and to produce the 
tight colon** o t highly colored rosettes 
so much admired, they must be grown 
In poor, tamgry aoil. It is the nature at 
the llourai ee k to revel in arid, sun¬ 
baked spats where hardly anything else 
would grow. 

* * * 

On one occasion, in chatting with a 
fellow gardener about this plant. I used 
the expression: "I believe it would grow 
even an a tine raof.** Believe it or not. a 
few weeks Ister I actually saw some of 

leeks giu wi n g in a bit of dirt collected 
in the troughs of a corrugated iron 
roof! 


As a matter of lad, this houseleek 
was at one time deliberately planted in 
the thatched roofs at English cottages 
in the belief that it would ward off 
lightning. In earlier days it was used, 
too. as a cure for earache, the thick, 
fleshy leaves being boiled and Inserted 
hot an the ear.

A few years ago I was given a 
present of half a dozen specimens of 
Sempervivum lectorum tristr. which is 
a particularly good twin of the common 
hens and chickens hom el e ek . I planted 
these in a number of di fl ncn l spots in 
our rock garden, some on bare le dg es 
or rock with just a handful of sod and 
grit over the roots, some In pockets at 
good soil, and a lew crammed into 
vertical crevices hi to. rock. 

The ones in good soil multiplied 
rapidly, and each mother hen soon had 
a flock at baby chirks c luster ed closely 
aiand her. The In di v i d u al rosettes 
were more open than they should have 
been, though — rather. Hoe a blown 
farusarts sprout — an they lost moat of 
their characteristic co ka i u g and were 
almost plain g re e n. The specimens in 
the poorer situations didn't sp r e a d as 
rapidly, but the norths wee tighter, 
and the coloring deep and rich.
